COMPLAINT ABOUT HOTEL BILL. 
(BGFORE THE MASTER OF THE HIGH COURT) 

In the case of W. B. Watkins, resent 
residing in London, against M. Neilan, of 
Kilcolgan Castle, County Galway, hotel pro- 
prietor, 

Mr. Marnan (4nstructed by Messrs. Arthur 
Cox and Co.), ón behalf of the plaintiff, 
applied for liberty to enter final judgment 
for £36 12s., which the plaintff alleged that 
he paid to the defendant under duress and 
under protest for the purpose of obtaining 
possession of luggage and personal effects, 
which, he stated, had been wrongfully 
detained by the defendant. 

Counsel referred to the affidavit 
plaintiff, who stated that he had his per- 
manent address in the United States of 
America. and, being desirous of staying for 
a fortnight in the West of Ireland with 
his wife and two children and a friend and 
nurse, he wrote to the defendant, asking 
for his terms. In answer to that inquiry 
he received a letter from the defendant 
stating that the weekly terms at the hotel 
at Kilcolgan Castle were six guineas for 
adults and four for children, and that this 
would include board and residence, shooting, 
fishing fines, baths, dogs, boats, stabling, 
ete. ‘The letter stated that Kileolgan Castle 
was equipped with all modern improvements 
to ensure the comfort of. sporting visitors, 
and, among other inducements, it was stated 
that juvenile patrons were delighted with 
the river and little pleasure boats. On the 
inducement of this letter he decided to pro- 
ceed to Kilcolgan Castle with his party, and 
arrived on the llth of last February. He 
found that the premises in ne way carried 
out the representations which had been 
made ‘to him by the defendant. On the 
morning following the evening on which he 
had arrived, he informed the defendant that 
he had been led to come and stay at his 
hotel by the terms of his letter, which led 
him to believe that the defendant offered 
good, up-to-date accommodation, such as 
would warrant the price which he demanded, 
and he informed the defendant that, having 
regard to the condition of the premises, it 
would be impossible for himself and his party 
to remain any longer. He was then in- 
formed by Mr. Neiian that before he could 
go it would be necessary for him to pay 
his bill, amounting to £46 12s., made up 
as follows :—Weekly tariff for party of six, 
at £6 6s. and £4 4s., £33 12s. : cost of horses, 
£10; car and cart to and from station, £3. 
The £10 for horses represented the hire of 
hunting horses, which Mr. Neilan said he 
hook ed for plaintiff's party, by no authorisa- 
tion of the plaintiff, and which the plain- 
tiff did not, in fact, use. Finding it, 
impossible to remove his luggage without 
having settled the bill, he eventually, under 
protest, paid £36 12s., being the amount of 
the bill, less £10, the cost of the horses, 
which amount he did not pay. 

“I say that, having paid the said bill 
under protest,” stated the plaintiff in his 
affidavit, ' Í am now instituting proceedings 
for the recovery of.the amount so paid, and 
that, in instituting these proceedings, I am 
desirous not only of obtaining the repayment 
of the amount which I consider was extorted 
out of me, but also of preventing other 
American visitors being treated in the same 
manner in the future.”’ 

Counsel referred also to a replying affidavit 
of the defendant, who, in the course of it, 
stated that Kilcolgan Castle was situated in 
the rural area of the County Galway, and he 
catered for sporting visitors, the castle 
having been recently renovated and fulls 
equipped for the purpose of ensuring the 
comfort of sporting visitors. It was not a 
fact, as stated by the plaintiff, that the 
comfort of the visitors was not looked after. 
The defendant denied the several allegations 
made by the plaintiff, and stated that in his 
letter to the plaintiff quoting weekly terms 
ne stated that if plaintiff and his party 
remained a month, he was prepared to make 
a considerable reduction. The plaintiff, in 
his letter, agreed to stay at the hotel for a 
week certain. The plaintiff having made it 
a condition of his stay. that he would be 
able to hire horses, ihe defendant immediately 
negotiated with owners. of horses in the 
locality and hired two horses. Being unable 
to give any satisfactory grounds for objecting 
to the horses, the plaintiff then stated that 
he himself was physically unfit to hunt, and 
told him to send home the horses. He then 
objected to the general management of the 
hotel, and intimated his intention of leaving, 
and asked for his bill. The defendant pre- 
sented his bill for one week s stay, as ar- 
ranged, and also for the hire of the horses, 
for which the defendant was liable. The 
plaintiff stated that he was willing to pay 
for the hotel bill, and would not pay for the 
horses. The defendant agreed to this, and 
the plaintiff handed him notes for the rum 
of £36 12s. At no time in the discussion 
about the bill did the defendant ever threaten 
to hold any of the plaintiff's luggage, or 
make any objection to his removing it before 
paying him the bill, and the plaintiff ap- 
peared to be perfectly satisfied. The plaintiff 
did not, when paying the bill, state that he 
was paying it under protest. ‘The defendant 
had a good legal defence to the action, and 
intended to defend it. He asked to have the 
action transferred for hearing before the 
Circuit Court Judge for County Galway. 

Mr. John 8. O'Connor, solicitor, on behalf 
of the defendant, opposed the motion for 
final judgment, and asked to have the case 
sent to the Circuit Court of Galway. 

The Master refused the motion for final 
judgment, and made an order transferring 
the case to the Circuit Court of Galway.

From Oun BELFASsT CORRESPONDENT. 


_The impcsing west front of the Belfast 
Cathedral ls now almost completed, and is 
to be dedicated early in June by the Primate 
(the Most Rey. Dr, D'Arcy) at a special 
Service of dedication. This will be an im- 
bhua occasion in the history of the United 

Jroceses of Down and Connor and Dromore. 
The dioceses include the City of Belfast and 
the Counties of Antrim and Down, with an 
area of nearly one and a half million acres, 
and a Church of Ireland population of about 
a quarter of a million. It is the largest 
diocese in Ireland, and includes about 200 
parishes, not counting the manv sub-divi- 
sions into which Shankill, or Belfast, is 
divided. 

The first steps for the foundation of the 
Cathedral of St. Anne's, Belfast, were taken 
| + Canon O'Hara (then Vicar of St. Anne’s, 
Belfast) in 1895, as the accommodation of 
St. Anne’s Church was becoming very in- 
adequate for the expanding needs of the 
city and the diocese. The scheme was 
approved by the Vestry of St. Anne’s and 
the Diocesan Synod, and in 1899 the General 
Synod adopted a bill establishing the Chap- 
ter and oard of the Cathedral of St. 
Arne’s, Belfast, and Canon O'Hara was 
appointed the first Dean. 


ARCHITECT'S DESIGNS. 

Sir Thomas Drew, the eminent architect, 
who was closely identified with the Church 
li’ of Belfast, first prepared a very beautiful 
design for a Gothic building on a large 
scale, but it called for a much larger expen- 
diture than Northern Church people could 
then contemplate, Sir Thomas Drew realised 
that his first design was consequently im- 
practicable, and he turned to the Roman- 
esque school of architecture and produced a 
second design, which would be adequate for 
the purpose in view, and had the advantage 
that it could be undertaken in sections. This 
design, with slight modifications in detaii, 
was selected, and work was begun upon the 
site on the 6th September, 1899, when the 
first stone was laid by the Countess of 
Shaftesbury, and blessed by Bishop Welland 
in the presence of the Archbishops. of 
Armagh and Dublin and an immense gather- 
ing of the clergy and laity of the diocese. 
The construction was planned to leave the 
old Church of St. Anne’s available for ser- 
vice as long as possible, and consequently 
the new Cathedral was built round the old 
church, in which services were continued 
until December, 1903. 

For nine years the work of constructing 
the nave gang under Dean D'Arcy (the 
present Primate). who succeeded Dean 
O’Hara upon his elevation to the Bishopric 
of Cashel, and later Dean Robinson, when 
Dean D’Arcy became Bishop of Clogher. 
The nave was consecrated on the 2nd 
June, 1904, by Bishop Welland, in the 
presence of a large congregation, which 
included the Archbishop of Dublin, all the 
bishops of the Church of Ireland, over two 
hundred of the diocesan clergy, and all the 
well-known Churchmen of the diocese. The 
completion of the greater portion of the nave 
enabled Services to be conducted, and the 
building entered upon the first stage of its 
usefulness. A magnificent organ was pro- 
vided with the assistance of a gift from the 
Carnegie Trustees. 


THE WEST FRONT. 

After the Great War a sum of £10,000 was 
raised as a thank-offering for victory and a 
memorial to the fallen, and this sum, together 
with other subscriptions, justified’ the 
Cathedral Board in its decision to proceed 
with another section of the building. After 
anxious consideration, it was decided to com- 
plete the front of the Cathedral. It was 
thought that this would form a suitable com- 
memoration of the heroism of those who fell 
in the Great War. Sir Charles Nicholson, 
Bart., the well-known ecclesiastical architect, 
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was consulted, and he supplied a design 
which embodied and strengthened the best 
features of his predecessor's ideas for a suit- 
able front. The arches of the triple portico 
are deeply recessed and freely adoracd ‘with 
mouldings -and carvings, and the tympana 
over the doors adorned with sculpture which 
will typify the self-sacrifice and heroism which 
led to victory and peace. Over the north 
door will be the scene of the Crucifixion, with 
the text, “He that loseth his life shall find 
it’; over the south door the scene of the 
Resurrection, with the text, “‘O grave, where 
is thy victory?’’ while above the central door 
will be Christ in Glory, with the text, ‘‘ He 
Shalb reign for ever and ever.” Among the 
Saints surrounding Christ areésome of the 
great leaders of the early Celtic Church— 
Patrick, Columba, Columbanus, Colman and 
Comgall. 

While the work on the west front was pro- 
ceeding the interior carving of thé building, 
and especially the capitals of the nave 
columns, was carried out. There are ten of 
these capitals, and they are being carved to 
typify the various occupations aad dhe sl of 
men and to emphasise the close connection 
which should exist between a building of this 
character and human effort. The four 
responds, on half-columns, at the east and 
west end oí the nave, will represent the four 
cardinal virtues of Wisdom, Courage, 
ence and Justice. The later life and 
development of the Church of Ireland are to 
be represented by ten worthies on corbels, 
and the names suggested include Archbishop 
Ussher, Jeremy as. Bishop of Down, 
Bedell, Bishop of Clogher, who translated the 
Bible into Irish; Archbishop King; Berkgley, 
Bishop of Cloyne; George Salmon, Provost of 
Trinity College; Primate Alexander, Frances 
Alexander, his wife, whose hymns are sung 
throughout the world, and Henry Stewart 
O'Hara, Bishop of Cashel, the founder of the 
Cathedral. 


THE BAPTISTRY. 

The construction of the Baptistry was 
begun in 1922, according to designs drawn by 
Mr. W. H. Lynn, under the superintendence 
of Mr. BR. M. Close. The structural 
part was completed in 1924 at a cost 
of £3,100, and consists of a semi-circular 
annex with a semi-domed roof. Internally 
it corresponds to the rest of the building 
in its linings of red sandstone. It is in- 
teresting to note that the font was presented 
by the children of the diocese, and specially 
by those who were baptised in the Cathedral, 
or in. old St. Anne’s Church. The white 
bow] is supported by columns of red marble, 
standing on a black base. For the floor 
there has been prepared a very beautiful and 
intricate design in Opus Alexandrinum, to be 
carried out in Irish marbles of varying 
colours, and the small capitals at the win- 
dows are to bear distinctive names, and to 
he carved at the expense of persons bearing 
that name, or by one or other of the Diocesan 
organisations, such as the Mothers Union or 
the Girls’ Friendly Society. Three stained 
lass windows were presented by realy + 
tr. Granby Higinbotham in memory of his 
daughter, y nile” Mr. Higinbotham will be 
commemorated, too, by the mosaic roof, the 

ift of another daughter, Mrs. Donald 
Moore. Sir Charles Nicholson's mosaic 
design for the semi-dome of the baptistry will 
be carried out by Miss Gertrude Martin, who 
supplied panels in the British House of Com- 
mons. To complete this dome, 150,000 
pieces of glass will have to be individually 
placed by hand. It will be a most attrac- 
tive piece of work, and will mark the first 
completed’ part of the Cathedral. 

The recent work of the west front and 
interior carving, and the baptistry has been 
carried out under Dean Collins, now Bishop 
of Meath, and his successor, Dean Brett, 
who, since his appointment, has taken a keen 
interest in the completion of this important 
part of the Cathedral. a peering recently at 
a meeting of the General Vestry, Dean Brett 
said that the Cathedral was worthy of a 
place in the interest, not only of those who 
regularly worshipped there, but of all Irish 
ially of those living in 
Belfast and the Diocese of Down and Connor 
aud Dromore. It was already recognised 
as tho natural centre, the spiritual head- 
quarters of many religious organisations, "I

The great 
fact remains that commerce and industry 
in the South will be stimulated, while 
capital will be attracted, by the improved 
financial conditions. These circumstances 
should be welcomed by evéry section of 
the community within the borders .of 
Ireland. The Northern Government will 
have its own problems to confront when 
the general election on this side of the 
border is due. The Unionist farmers of 
Tyrone have declared war on officialdom ; 
the Temperance Party are also “amt for 
scalps,’ and serious trouble is looming in 
connection with the shortage of houses 
and the proposed decontrol of rents, which 
would send prices soaring beyond the 
means of the working classes, 


THE CHILDREN’S CHARTER. 


The Education Act of 1923, for which 
Lord Londonderry was responsible, appears 
to be working smoothly and well. It has 
fcome to be known as the ‘ Children’s 
Charter ” of the North, and certainly 
under its operations the attendance of 
pupils has improved, while splendid new 
elementary schools are springing up in all 
parts of the province, Several really 
fine buildings have been erected in 
Belfast, special attention being given to 
airy and commodious class-rooms, while 
the playing-grounds are models of what 
playgrounds should be. A few days ago 
Viscount Charlemont, Minister of Educa- 
tion, opened important extensions to a 
fine scheo] at Portadown, and in the course 
of an interesting address he pointed out 
that unsuitable and insanitary schools 
were being abolished and replaced with 
the most up-to-date institutions, while in 
certain parts of the North there was 
already in operation a scheme for the 
medical and dental inspection of school 
children. He added that before the year 
was ended he expected that such schemes 
would be genera] throughout the whole of 
Northern Ireland. It was also possible for 
clever children, through a system of 
scholarships, to pass from the elementary 
and secondary schools to the University. 
There is another side to that pleasant 
picture, however, and the Ulster Teachers’ 
Union have expressed their strong dis- 
approval of the Ministry’s methods of 
inspection, describing them as a direct 
hindrance to educational progress, as they 
perpetuate all the evils of the results 
system, inhibit freedom both for the 
teacher and the taught, kill initiative, and 
penalise teachers who adopt modern 
methods. The system was declared to be 
soul-killing, the development of the pupils 
was curbed, and they were turned out 
according to pattern. It looks as if Lord 
Charlemont had more troubles in front of 
him than he dreams of; for, after all, 
the teachers ought to be better judges than 
mere idealists without experience, and 
they have always condemned the system 
of inspection as antiquated and objection- 
able. For the sake of the school children, 
if for nothing else, the matter deserves 
careful consideration. 


AN UNLUCKY SPOT. 


The Silent Valley in the 
Mountains has been more true to 
name-significance during the past few 
weeks, very little having been heard about 
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but unlucky, spot. A veil of mystery 
obscures it, even as the mists dim the 
surrounding mountain peaks, and virtually 
nothing can be ascertained as to the 
position of affairs. The Chamber of 
Trade, which endeavoured to obtain some 
information a month or so ago, has 
evidently retired from the conflict, its 
activities in that direction having become 
dormant, if one is to judge by its reports. 
In very difficult conditions the mis- 
sioners, however, appear to be doing 
their best, but heavy losses are certain to 
be incurred. A little light was thrown 
on the matter dt the last meeting of the 
Water Board, when Mr. J. Shaw, J.P., 
chairman, stated that the investigations of 
the Board of Engineers had not been com- 
pleted, and that there was really nothing 
which they could report of a definite 
character beyond saying that certain trial 
shafts were being put down, borings were 
being made, and work necessary for the 
diversion of the river through the tunnel 
was proceeding, so as to enable the sinking 
of the shafts to be made more expedi- 
tiously and cheaply. It was also stated 
that until they had reached a further 
stage the special engineers would not be in 
a position to give advice of a positive 
nature to the Commissioners. 


THE HARBOUR TRUST. 


The B-lfast Harbour Board is a progres- 
sive body, and under its wise guidance the 
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affairs of the port have prospered to a 
very great extent. While the Commis- 
sioners—like many others—are by no 
means perfect as a governing organisation, 
they seldom make mistakes, and are to be 
cordially congratulated on their manage- 
ment during the very difficult period of the 
coal strike. The development of the har- 
bour has been remarkable, and improve- 
ments are continually being made. New 
roads have been laid down, bridges have 


ment has been introduced for the expedi- 
tious and economical discharge of busi- 
ness. It is now proposed to expend a 
sum of £30,000 on the further development 
of the property of the trust. The 
Northern portion of the Albert quay is to 
be strengthened so as to carry electric 
cranes; three additional cranes, with thie 
necessary rails, etc., are to be provided ; 
the existing steam-crane lines are to be 
removed, and the tramway lines along the 
whole length of the quay are to be re- 
arranged—a scheme which will enable the 
working space on the quay to be increased 
by about 1,800 square yards, an important 
consideration in a great port like Belfast. 
These recommendations are ‘to be con- 
sidered at the next meeting of the Board, 
the probabilities being that they will be 
adopted. By the way, the Commissioners 
include amongst its members four titled 
‘“ Captains of Industry.’’ They are :—Sir 
Robert Baird, D.L.; Sir George Clark, 
D.L. ; Sir Thomas Wilson and Sir Samuel 
Kelly, while a fifth, Sir Crawford 
McCullagh, has just resigned. They are 
all at the head of great concerns, and 
their success in trade and commerce is 
reflected in the affairs of the port. 


PERPLEXING POSSIBILITIES. 


The decision of the Right Hon. E. M. 
Archdale to resign his post as Minister of 
Agriculture of Northern Ireland will be 
received with regret by his colleagues. 
Mr. Archdale says that he is getting old, 
but his intention not to seek. re-election 
has probably been influenced by the dis- 
satisfaction expressed by agriculturists at 
the w y in which their industry has been 
treated ; for, rightly or wrongly, they de- 
clare, that they have been. shamelessly 
neglected. In referring to the matter, 
Mr. Archdale said that he had seen in the 
Press lately that unless such and such a 
thing was done there would be a reckon- 
ing at the next Parliamentary elections, 
but, as far as he was concerned, : such 
threats did not matter, as he did not in- 
tend to be a candidate. His statement gives 
one a glimpse. behind the scenes; yet Mr. 
Archdale’s department has done splendid 
work, and the statemént has frequently 
been made that its beneficent operations 
alone would have justified the setting up 
of the Belfast Parliament. The reputa- 
tion of Irish eggs has been raised through 
improved grading and marketing methods ; 
potatoes have been protected from disease, 
and improved strains of flax-seed have 
been produced in the research institute, 
while demonstrations in all that apper- 
tains to the dairy and the farmyard have 
been given at frequent intervals. Never- 
theless, all is not well, and the storm- 
signals are becoming more frequent and 
more pronounced. No one knows what 
may happen at the next genéral election 
with so many contending interests, and it 
is even problematical if Lord Craigavon 
will be Prime Minister. - He has clearly 
declared his intention of resigning should 
the Temperance Party persist with their. 
local option campaign, as he.has no in- 
clination to fight such an issue. Will they 
drive him from office? In the meantime, 
the Anti-Prohibition Party are happily 
perched on the top of the fence, enjoying 
the spectacle. Thus, even the most serious 
situations provide a certain spice of 
amusement. 


CARE FOR THE SICK. 


Very few cities could surpass Belfast in 
its care for the sick and the poor, and it 
is a remarkable fact that the most liberal 
contributors towards the hospitals are to 
be found amongst the working classes, 
For the Royal Victoria Hospital alone 
they raise almost £20,000 yearly, and other 
institutions are also generously supported. 
The University students do a great deal in 
collecting funds, and they were out on the 


making a strenuous effort on behalf of the 
Belfast Hospital for Sick Children. They 
roamed the city in bands, a “ robber 
army ” in a good cause, and reaped a rich 
harvest for the comfort and care of the 
little ones. Picturesque brigands were to 
be seen strolling along, wonderfully-attired 
‘* flappers ” of a bygone age, and there 
were also pierrots, cowboys, Indians, 
warriors of weird appearance, and a host 
of other notables, too numerous to 
describe. “ Hold-ups ” were frequent, | 
and everyone cheerfully paid toll to their 
eaptors..

F., of Glasthule and 
Dalkey, took place yesterday to Dean's 
Grange Cemetery. Office and Requiem Mass 
were. sung in St. Joseph's Church, Glasthule, 
in the presence of a crowded congregation ;

The Shannon Mystery. 


To-day Dail Eireann, will resume con- 
sideration of the Shannon Electricity 
(Supply) Bill. The Government has a 
mechanical majority in the Dáil ; from the 
outset Mr. McGilligan has resented any 
attempt at criticism, and, in all proba- 
bility, his bill will go to the Senate before 
the present week is ended. The discussions 
of the last few weeks have proved clearly 
that the business community is opposed 
strongly to Mr. McGilligan’s bill, chiefly 
because it contains certain clauses which 
involve the most dangerous principles of 
Not kennt kein Gebot— 
“necessity knows no law ’’—declared the 
Chancellor of the German Empire when 
he was trying to excuse the violation of 
Belgium in August, 1914. Mr. McGilligan 
has advanced precisely the same excuse 
for his proposal to confiscate the muni- 
cipal electricity undertakings of the Free 
State. If the Shannon Board does not 
secure control of these undertakings, he 
has said quite frankly, the whole Shannon 
scheme may be a failure. He has dis- 
covered that Dublin, Pembroke and Rath. 
mines consume more than half the total

amount of.electrical current that is used 
in the country, and without their com- 
paratively rich load factor the Board 
would be compelled to charge an intoler- 
able price for its supplies of current to 
other parts of Ireland. The Minister's 
efforts to justify his action on moral 
grounds are merely childish. His only 
possible justification lies in the fact that 
a mistake has been made for which the 
municipal undertakings must pay. 

The whole Shannon scheme is based on 
the plans of Messrs. Siemens-Schuckert, 
reinforced by the report of the four Conti- 
nental experts who were appointed by the 
Free State Government to examine the 
German firm’s proposals. This report was 
quoted time and again by Mr. McGilligan 
when he was rushing his first bill through 
the Otreachtas, and its contents were pro- 
claimed as the law and the prophets of 
hydro-electrical development in the Free 
State. The experts made certain specific 
statements which were largely responsible 
for the acceptance of the original Shannon 
Bill by the Oireachtas and the public in 
general. One was as follows:—‘‘It is 
beyond all doubt that the Shannon works 
could deliver energy at a cheaper rate 
than local plants—all things taken in con- 
sideration.’’ According to another section 
of the report, ‘‘ the experts’ investigations 
have shown that electricity can be 
delivered in bulk to towns, villages, etc., 
at a price which is appreciably lower than 
that at which it could be developed in 
modern individual town plants. . « % 
For the greatest consumer (Dublin) the 
cost of current would not be more than 
0.53d. per unit at the place of delivery.”’ 
There is no trace of ambiguity about these 
statements. The experts believed that the 
Shannon scheme would be able to supply 
electric current to the municipalities at a 
rate lower than their own production 
costs, and, consequently, declared that 
““the larger and medium-sized towns will, 
of course, themselves arrange for their 
power distribution and will be wholesale 
consumers from the point of view of the 
State supply.” Mr. McGilligan, in 1925, 
regarded these statements as infallible. 
“Why does he refuse to abide by them 
to-day ? 

The fact seems to be that neither 
the experts nor Messrs. Siemens-Schuckert 
were reqnired to concern themselves 
seriously with the sale of electricity. The 
German firm merely undertook to produce 
a certain number of kilowatt-hours of 
current from the Shannon, and to deliver 
them to transformer stations throughout 
the country at a certain capital cost. By 
all accounts it is carrying out its bargain 


with admirable efficiency and dispatch, The 
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that nothing like” that quantity of 
electricity was being consumed in the 
country, they advised the immediate estab- 
lishment of a board which would 
prepare “ the market for power.” The 
task of increasing the existing load 
factor to a size sufficiently large to 
justify the price estimates was given 
to the board. Mr. McGilligan, therefore, 
ought to have appointed his board 
eighteen months ago—in which case some 
progress might have been made by this 
time with the development of the demand 
for current. Now, however, he finds him- 
self in a position in which, according to 
his own statements, the board must 
confiscate the municipal undertakings in 
order to secure by force the load factor 
that ought to have been developed by 
ordinary business methods. Will the 
Senate give its sanction to this course 
when even the identity of the board is 
unknown? If it is true to itself, it will 
refuse to throw the cloak of its prestige 
over a palpable blunder. 


Falaise. 


The little town of Falaise, in Normandy, 
proposes to remind the world of its 
former importance. It will, no doubt, be 
glad if the world (or such part of it as 
spends money in traveling) will take note 
at the same time of the town’s present 
attractions. These are not confined to the 
architectural interest and __histdrical 
associations of the ancient castle. ©The 
town itself, with its high-pitched and 
red-tiled roofs, has that distinctive 
quaintness which the tourist delights 
find in old and unspoiled pro- 
vincial places. The castle, of course, is 
the centre of the historical memories by 
which alone the name of Falaise is known 
outside its province. It was a strong: 
hold of the Dukes of Normandy when the 
Duchy still went with the English Crown, 
and King Jehn, held by many of his sub- 
jects to be a usurper of both titles, used 
it as a prison for Arthur, the natural 
heir, whom he captured. The rest of the 
story concerning Arthur's fate is merely 
traditional, but Shakespeare has made it 
immortal for all who use the English 
tongue, “Gentle Hubert,” to whom 
Arthur s pathetic appeal was made, was 
the warden of Falaise, and it was from 
Falaise that Arthur, according to the 
tradition, was moved to Rouen, where his 
death was accomplished. The event that 
Falaise is about to celebrate is more signi- 
ficant than Arthur’s fate in the course of 
English history. It is the birth at the 
Castle of Falaise of William, the con- 
queror of England. The beginning of 
next July is taken, roughly, as the date 
of the nine-hundredth anniversary of 
William 's birth, and a celebration extend- 
ing over four days has been arranged for 
that time. William accomplished

much after his seizure of sovereignty in 


England—historians, as they study ais 
reign, tend to increase the credit allo vad 
to him for establishment of firm and 
orderly administration—that it comes 
perhaps, as a surprise to be told that te 
had reached nearly to forty years of ‘age 
when he made the conquest.

Pro Patria. 


The anniversaries of two of the Great 
War’s most glorious incidents are 
separated from each other by a single day. 
Last Saturday the naval attack on 
Zeebrugge, under Admiral Sir Roger 
Keyes, was ‘commemorated at Dover. 
Yesterday the first landing at Gallipoli, 
on April 25th, 1915, was recalled, with 
solemn ritual, in London and throughout 
Australia and New Zealand. If there was 
no public ceremony in Ireland yesterday, 
we know at least that the anniversary was 
sacred to many proud and sorrowing 
hearts. The task which the British force 
attempted on that fine Sunday morning, 
twelve years ago, was known beforehand 
to be “ impossible—on paper.” By its 
nature—precipitous, barren, with strips of 
beach that offered the barest foot-hold— 
the lower end of the peninsula could have 
been defended by a single regiment 
against any ordinary army. In fact, it 
was held by a host which out-numbered 
the attackers, and the Turks are most for- 
midable in defence. Their positions had 
been prepared for months; they were well 
equipped with the most modern artillery. 
The main body of the British force was 
composed of the 29th Division, including 
the 1st Battalions of the Dublin and 
Munster Fusiliers, and of two divisions 
from Australia and New Zealand. 
Gaba Tepe the “ Anzacs’’ made a success- 
ful landing under heavy fire, and so won 
that name for high valour which their 
comrades confirmed in France. At Cape 
Helles the 29th Division had a yet harder 
ordeal. We need not repeat a story which 
is immortal—how the veteran regiments 
leaped from the collier which had been 
pushed against the shore; how, never 
faltering, they fell in swathes under the 
Turks’ concentrated fire; how the little 
remnant seized and kept its ground. It 
was a fight without a precedent, and, by 
common consent—if there can be degrees 
of heroism—the Dublins and Munsters 
were the supreme heroes of the deathless 
day. In a message to Australia yester- 
day Mr. Bruce, the Commonwealth Prime 
Minister, said that the deeds of the 
“Anzacs”’ at Gallipoli had inspired all 
their fellow-countrymen with “a wider 
conception of nationhood.” Who can 
believe that the Dublins and Munsters 


died in vain, even thpugh Irish statesmen

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The Young Idea. 


An interesting experiment in the 
scientific education of young children is 
about to be attempted by the Malting 
House School at Cambridge. A man of 
science of the first order will be asked to 
conduct the introduction of children from 
four to ten into “science and scientific 
method.” The President of the Royal 


Society has promised to assist the directors 


of the schoo] in selecting a suitable candi- 
date, who must possess a formidable list 
of qualifications. Not only must he be a 
specialist in his own branch of science, 
but he must have some acquaintance with 
other sciences. He will foster in his 
young charges the scientific attitude of 
mind, which is “the discovery of the ides 
of discovery and the ability to tolerate 
fact.” Instead of verbal explanations, he 
must “stage and re-stage occurrences,” 
and his apparatus must be suitable for 
every stage of the child’s mental growth. 
Finally—not the least important of 
desiderata—he must be “free from 
irritation at'the childishness of children. ' 
There is no necessary conflict between 
science and humanism in education, but 
one wonders if children, at such a tender 
age, would benefit by a training so purely 
scientific. Would their imaginations be 
stimulated by the enterprise, in “‘ staging 
occurrences,’ of a person who, apparently, 
must combine the attainments of a Huxley 
with those of the excellent father of the 
Swiss family, Robinson? Wonld such 
enterprise always be welcome, and would 
the scientific attitude of mind attract a 
young Beethoven or a young Shelley? If 
a little Scots boy had not possessed his 
entirely private play— i 
‘IT made a hoat, I made a town, 

I searched the caverns up and down,” 
we should not have “ Treasure Island.” 
Tt may be, however, that “ Treasure 
Island” is to be deplored, as the result 
of an uncorrected tendency in Stevenson 
“to manufacture explanations in terms of 
magical causality.”

is not already legislation in force to do so.

He hoped that other 
eatures of a similar nature would be added 
from time to time as the occasion arose. 
With the opening of the Cork station they 
were taking a big step forward towards the 
realisation of the ideal of making the broad- 
casting service available to everyone. The 
opportunity was now given to the citizens of 
Cork to show that they could produce local 
grammes to equal, if not to excel, any that 
ad yet been heard in Ireland, and to do 
good work in spreading abroad their old-time 
reputation for musical and artistic culture.

OF FREE STATE. 


LONDON. CONFERENCES 
TO BE RESUMED. 
. From Our POLITICAL CoRRESPONDENT. t 


"The departure for London of Lieutenant- 
Génera: 'Peadar- McMahon, Secretary to 
the Irish ;Free State Ministry of Defence, 
and.

FLYING.

Sir Alan Cobham, the famous pioneer 
aviator, gave the first of his series oj SIX 
lectures ov his three great flights in the 
Theatre Royal, Dublin, yesterday afternoon. 
As he walked on to the stage he was given 
an enthusiastic reception by the large 
audience. 

PREPARING FOR A FLIGHT. 

In the prologue to his lecture, Sir Alan 
Cobham said that in these great long-dictance 
flights that he had undertaken the actual 
piloting of the machine was only 15 per cent. 
of the job. The other 85 per cent, was taken 
up in the organisation prior to the flight. 
Routes and maps have to be made out and 
supply ‘bases arranged; but it often happened 
in places-like Central Africa that places were 
not where-they were marked on the map, or 
that people stated in the files to be in such 
and such a place had either died or left there. 
This matter of organisation meant working 
sixteen and seventeen hours a day, and one 
of the biggest obstacies to be overcome was 
the finding of sufficient money to finance the 
project. During the last few years, he re- 
marked humorously, be had become a sort of 
professional beggar. 

But when the day of the start finally 
comes along, he said, you go down to the 
aerodrome feeling like a limp rag, and all 
your friends, and those who claim to be your 
friends. come down to see you start. Some- 
one tells you that you look like a person with 
one foot in the grave—a very cheery in- 
dividual—(laughter)—and your feelings fall 
below the zero point. At last you jump into 
the cockpit and sink down into your seat with 
a sigh of relief. You then tune up the 
engine, pull the controls, and, as you take 
off, wave a feeble farewell to your friends. 
Then for the first time in many months there 
is peace; perfect peace, with no one to ask 
you Wetesx. no telephones to answer, and 
nobody to-tell you what to do. You are in 
complete control. It is very quiet up there 
in the air, except for the steady drone of the 
éngine, which arts like a soothing. draught cn 
the tired senses. It is like driving a motor 
éar, but for the fact that vou have no corners 
to take. 


LIVING IN THE AIR. 

““ At the end of your first day you get out 
of the machine feeling fairly well, with a 
good appetite and a healthy desire for sleep. 

he second day you feel even better, and on 
the third day more so, until when you arrive 
at. the other end of the world you are feeling 
better ‘than you ever felt before in your life. 
You set out on the return journey, and the 
day comes when vou arrive over Londen, and 
come down at the aerodrome, where all your 
friends are assembled to see the tired and 
worn aviator step out of the cockpit, hoping 
that vou will swoon or something like that. 
Instead you jump out of the cockpit, and 
give them a grip that makes them wince. 
They wonder at. your fitness, and do not 
realise that all the time you have been enjoy- 
ing a rest. They think it is a terrifying and 
nerve-wracking occupation. It is nothing of 
the sort. My advice to you to-day is to take 
it up as soon as you can. There is no danger 
in it. 

‘* Remember that these flights that I am 
going to tell you of were pioneer flights of 
survey. If there was any difficulty or danger 
attached to them it was because we were sur- 
veying and _ route-finding over unknown 
lands, continents, and seas. The air routes 
over Europe are cut and dried, and present 
no such difficulty and danger. If you take a 
trip on a regular air route, it is as safe as a 
house, or as any other form of transport. 
Commercial flying has nothing to do with Air 
Force flying, and you must be careful to 
make the distinction. In Air Force flying the 
men are asked to carry out maneceuvres and 
other duties.”’ 

FLIGHT TO RANGOON. 

The first pioneer survey flight he under- 
took, Sir Alan Cobham continued, was when 
he took Sir Sefton Brancker, the Director cf 
Civil Aviation, from London to Rangoon and 
back, The machine in which he accomplished 
that journey was the same machine (with the 
same engine) in which he flew to the Cape 
and back, and to Australia and back, an 
Armstrong-Siddeley, 385 h.p. air cooled 
Jaguan engine and De Havilland machine. 
This showed conclusively that the general im- 
pression that the life of an aeroplane was 
short was incorrect and unfounded. 

In tense and vivid sentences, Sir Alan 
Cobham proceeded to tell the story of this 
flight to Beannú, which he illustrated with 
many excellent lantern slides, taken by him- 
self, of the various places and things of in- 
terest in his flight. 

After crossing the Mediterranean, they. got 
bumped about a bit when flying over some 
mountains and valleys. It was an erroneous 
idea to attribute “ bumping ” to air vacuum 
pockets. What happened is that, with the 
wind striking the mountains and swirling 
through the valleys, it became all cut up into 
eddies and currents. The ‘plane, rushing 
through the air, bumped up and down on 
these currents. 

Some magnificent aerial views of famous 
cities and sights in India were shown and 
explained by the lecturer with fine realism. 

His second great flight was from London 
to South Africa. Of this journey he took a 
cinematograph film. The technique of the 
film was excellent, and the views taken were 
clear and well selected. Cairo and its world- 
famed Pyramids and Sphinx, the Tombs of 
the Kings and other places, were depicted. 

His third, and, perhaps, greatest flight was 
was that recently undertaken from London 
to Australia and back. In this flight he had 
chosen the worst time in weather conditions, 
and he had realised that to make a pioneer 
survey of a route he would have to do it 
under the worst possible conditions. It was 
on this flight that he lost his mechanic, 
Elliott. The weather encountered, both on 
the outward and return journeys, had been 
terrific, and on one occasion they lost touch 
with the outside world for several] days when 
marooned in a tropical creek. 
The last jump to Australia had been 700 
miles non-stop flight, of which 600 miles 
had been oves sea. 

COMMERCIAL FLYING. 
In conclusion, Sir Alan told his audience 
that a commercial machine was a machine 
that could carry the greatest load at the 
reatest speed cá the minimum amount of 

se power, He hoped that they had now 
ot a different impression about flying, as 
8 endeavour had been to try to familiarise 
them with the flying mind.

COMMLTTEE.

Although not yet able, through reasons 
of ill-health, to attend to-day’s proceed- 
ings of the League of Nations Disarma: 
ment Committee, Lord Cecil. gave an inter- 
view this afternoon to a number of Press 
correspondents of different nationalities, 
and reviewed the work of the Committee. 

He declared that the Preparatory Com- 
mittee had carried out the chief part of 
its work, and had drawn up a scheme for 
the reduction and limitation of arma- 
ments. It was true that the figures of the 
armaments had yet to be filled in, and 
that would “be a task of no little diffi- 
culty. The broad outline of the scheme, 
however, had already been established. 
In the course of the discussions. many 
original differences of opinion had been 
adjusted, usually by the application of 
what was called in arithmetic the greatest 
common. measure, and if this spirit were 
maintained there could be little doubt 
that the differences of opinion still exist- 
ing would yield to treatment. The con- 
clusion of these weeks of strenuous work 
was that disarmament was a perfectly 
practical policy. 

Lord Cecil added that it had now been 
demonstrated that no practical obstacles 
were sufficient to prevent the reduction 
and limitation of armaments under a 
general scheme. The issue, concluded 
Lord Cecil, now passes from the hands of 
a committee to those of the general public. 
It is to them that the appeal must now be 
made. 


COMMITTEE AT WORK.

A MORAL BALANCE SHEET. 


At this afternoon’s sitting the Prepara- 
tory Disarmament Committee began to 
compile a general review of the work which 
has been accomplished, indicating the 
points on which agreement has been 
reached, or the reverse. 

With ‘regard to chemical warfare, Count 
Bernstorff (Germany) renewed the Ger- 
man declaration, made at previous coníer- 
ences, agreeing to its abolition, which was 
warmly supported by the French, Chilean, 
Argentine and United States Delegations. 

M. Sokal, Poland, replying to public 
criticisms of the labours of the Committee, 
declared that the work of the Committee 
had not been futile, but had shown up the 
whole intricacy of the problem. He con- 
cluded by suggesting that a passage should 
be included in the Committee’s report to 
the Council of the League, embodying what 
he described as ‘‘a moral balance sheet of 
the Committee’s work.’’ 

M. Sokal’s speech was evidently intended 
to tranquillise and reassure public opinion, 
with the idea that something after all is 
beitig attempted towards disarmament, 

Count Bernstorff remarked: that much 
had been done in recent years in providing 
for arbitration and security and nothing 
at all in the way of disarmament. | 

The. Committee adjourned until 11 a.m. 
to-morrow, when it is hoped that it will 
eonclude its labours. 

The Special Committee appointed to 
prepare a preliminary draft convention on 
the private manufacture of arms has failed 
to reach unanimity on the proposal] to 
extend publicity. to State arms manu- 
facture, which was urged by the United 
States member, but was opposed by the 
Italian delegate.

DUKE OF YORK TAKES 
SALUTE.

MELBOURNE, Mondzuy. 

Korty thousand Anzacs marched past the 
Duke of York when Australia observed the 
twelfth anniversary of the Gallipoli landing. 
A deeply impressive prem took place in 
fine, but dull, weather on the steps of the 
imposing Federal Parliament House, where a 
temporary Cenotaph, quarter of the size of the 
ene at Whitehall, had been erected. A 
“ digger ” in tin helmet and full marching 
kit stood guard at each corner of the base 
of the monument with rifle reversed. 

The Duke of York, in naval uniform, 
accompanied by tne Duchess, who was 
dressed in black, with their full staff; Lord 
Stonehaven, the Governor-General, and Lady 
Stonehaven; Lord Somers, the Governor of 
Victoria, and Lady Somers, and Mr. Bruce, 
the Commouwealth Prime Minister, stood 
for over two hours on a dais near the 
Cenotaph, on which the Duke of York had 
previously laid a beautiful wreath. 

His Royal Highness took the salute as the 
Anzacs, “with regimental colours flying, 
marched by, ten abreast. The majority of 
the men were in mufti, but some were in old 
war uniforms. 

29 V.C.’S IN PROCESSION, 

Vast crowds gathered to watch the pro- 
ceedings, which opened with a touching pro- 
cession of twc hundred and fifty motor cars 
containing disabled and blind soldiers. The 
cot cases were carried on lorries. 

The band of the Renown headed the march, 
which was led by Lieutenant-General Sir John 
Wonash, and other war-time generals. 

Twenty-nine Australian holders of the 
Victoria Cross took part in the procession. 
This is claimed to be the largest number of 
holders of the V.C. ever assembled at one 
time in any part of the world. 

The march of the Anzacs was followed 
by an impressive Anzac Day Commemoration 
Service in the huge Exhibition building, 
which the Duke of York attended. The 
twenty-nine hoiders of the Victoria Cross 
formed a guard of honour round the royal 


dais. 
EMPIRE’S GRATITUDE. 
Addressing the largest audience of his 
tour, His Royal Highness said that it was 
a great privilege to take part in that day's 
ceremony celebrating the —t at Galli- 
poli, which had made for ever famous the 
name of Anzac.

SHANGHAI, Monday. 

It is impossible yet to determine with 
any degree of accuracy the ‘inal result 
of the split in the Nationalist ranks, since 
both sides are still jockeying for positions 
and spreading propaganda attacking each 
other. . 

Nanking is placarded with posters 
denouncing the Communists. Many of the 
posters contain caricatures of the Sovict 
adviser, Borodin, leading Chinese dogs, 
whose faces resemble those of members of 
the Hankow Government. Despite the 
claims of General Chiang Kai-shek, that 
his Government is functioning, the evi- 
dence points to the fact that Nanking is 
filled only with a horde of office-seekers, 
many. of whom are not affiliated with the 
Kuomintang. 

PUTTING DOWN THE GUNMEN. 

Chiang’s statement, that the Conserva- 
tive Kuomintangists at Hankow have been 
prevented by the Communists from pro- 
ceeding to Nanking to join his banner, is 
disputed by the Hankowites, who declare 
that Genera] Chiang is trying to destroy 
the civilian Government by a Communist 
smoke cloud. It is admitted that General 
Chiang is certainly putting down the 
Labour agitators and gunmen within his 
territories. 

It is rumoured to-day that Chiang’s lieu- 
tenant, General Li Chi Sun, at Canton 
has seceded and declared independence. 

A committee of Chinese bankers 
appointed by General Chiang Kai-shek has 
called upon Soong at Shanghai, urging 
him to resume his duties, but Soong is 
reported to have refused, on the grounds 
that General Chiang is trying to create a 
military dictatorship. The Shanghai 
bankers, who advanced General Chiang 
four million dollars for the purpose of 
suppressing the Communists, are reported 
to be hesitant regarding further advances 
pending some show of vitality by the 
Nanking Government. 

ANOTHER RESIGNATION. 

Reports from MHankow state that 
General Tang Shen Tse, the Hunan- 
Hupeh Commander, who was ordered by 
Genera] Chiang Kai-shek to make a stand 
against the Hankow Communists, has 
resigned, owing to his inability to contro] 
the Army. 

Hankow reports of the despatching of 
a Red Army down the Yangtse in order to 
attack Chiang Kai-shek are not confirmed, 
although clashes have developed between 
the Hankow and Nanking factions in 
Anhwei and Kiangsa Province. 

General Chiang’s chief trouble at the 
moment is the lack of money with which 
to pay his large army at Nanking. It is 
reported that the Hankow faction has im- 
prisoned General Liu Chi, the resident 
agent of the Christian General, Feng Yuh 
Siang, in rétaliation for Feng’s alleged 
alliance with General Chiang Kai-shek. 
The Hankow faction has also imprisoned 
Ho Teh Lin, ex-Minister of Finance at 
Peking, as a hostage against several 
prominent Communists arrested — by 
Marshal Chang Tso-lin in the recent 
Soviet Embassy raid. 

A GENERAL DESERTS. 

The local vernacular newspapers report 
that. the important, Shantung General, 
Chang Kuhyao, subordinate of General 
Chang Chung Chang, has deserted to the 
Southerners, owing to pressure brought 
by General Chiang Kai-shek, who 
threatened to confiscate the properties 
located in the latter's territories. 

The vernaculars also state that Genera! 
Sun Chuan Fang. the former Tupan of 
Kiangsu and Chekiang, is also negotiating 
with General Chiang Kai-shek, which 
leads to the belief that General Chiang is 
trying to effect an alliance with the 
Northern militarists against the Hankow 
faction on the basis of co-operation 
against the Communists. 

DR. KOO MAY RETIRE. 

Reports from Peking indicate the early 
retirement of Dr. Wellington Koo from 
the Government, with the possibility of 
Marshal Chang Tso-lin becoming Premier 
and heading outright the Fengtien mili- 
tary Government. At the same time, 
rumours are circulating indicating the 
possible alliance of General Chiang Kai- 
shek and Marshal Chang Tso-lin. 

The financial situation at Hankow is 
tense as a result of the moratorium and 
the cutting off of silver supplies from 
Shanghai and Canton. The public of

ACTION 
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HEAVY GUNS FIRED. 

Two British and one American warships 
have been in action on the Yangtse, 
according to information received in 
London yesterday, says the Press Associa- 
tion. 

H.M.S. Keppel (Captain E. C. O. 
Thompson) and H.M.S. Wolsey (Lieu- 
tenant-Commander ©. J. H. Hill) were 
fired upon by rifles from the south bank 
below and above Chinkiang. The war- 
ships returned the fire effectively from 
their main armaments. 

The United States ship Peary was fired 
upon from Futung Bluff. 

The Southerners are mounting eight- 
inch guns on Gold Island, and guns from 
Chiang Shan Bluff have fired at the north 
shore without drawing a reply. 

Activity in the Yangtse ports is in- 
creasing. At Nanking the International 
Export premises have been occupied by 
Chinese troops, and looting has stopped.

NEW CURRENCY NOTES 
TO MEET SITUATION.

TOKIO, Monday. 

An unexpected atmospliere of calm and 
cptimism greeted bankers when they re- 
opened this morning, and large crowds 
assembled -at. the principal establishments 
to deposit: their: money. ! 

This sudden change is apparently due 
to the Bank. of Japan's. statement last 
night announcing that it was. prepared to 
make advances to any bank, irrespective 
of whether there had been prévious 
transactions between them. In _ prepara- 
tion for such possible advances, the Bank 
of Japan has decided to issue as from 
to-day new currency notes of 50 and 200 
yen denomination. 

An authoritative financial observer, dis- 
cussing the situation to-day, described the 
recent runs on the banks as “caused 
almost entirely by the maddened 
psychology of the general public.” 

The same Japanese authority declared 
that the amount drawn out by depositors 
we- quite insignificant, and that the 
voluminous issue of bank. notes by the 
Bank of Japan during the period of panic 
was due to the anxiety of the city banks 
to be prepared for possible runs. 

With a view to keeping up the rate of 
the yen, says a later message, the Govern- 
ment has decided to ship ten million yen 
of silver bullion to Shanghai in the imme- 
diate future.

BERLIN, Monday. 

The National-Socialists and other groups 
of Fascists seem to have been inspired to 
fresh activity by their recent exploits 
against Communists: in the streets of 
Berlin. 

Having distinguished themselves the 
week-end before last by attacking and beat- 
ing the Soviet Consul at Konigsberg, they 
came into collision yesterday with’ police, 
Communists and the public at Essen and 
at Pasewalk, near Stettin. Pasewalk was 
in a state of disturbance most of the day, 
and in the afternoon the police had to 
draw their swords. A number of persons 
were injured, among them several police- 
men at whom acid was squirted. 

Street encounters, according to The 
Times Cologne Correspondent, occurred: in 
Essen on Sunday night in connection with 
the Congress of the National-Socialist 
Labour Party, and the police made several 
arrests. On Saturday a procession of about 
60 National-Socialist Fascists - attacked 
parties of onlookers who were assembled 
on the Limbacker Platz, and who were 
alleged by the attackers to have made in- 
sulting remarks. Several shots were dis- 
charged, and in a harid-to-hand scuffle 
about 15 combatants on both sides were 
seriously injured. Two passers-hy were 
also removed to hospital. 

At Alten, Essen, a conflict took place 
Communists and  WNational- 
Socialists, six National-Socialists beinz 
seriously injured. On the appearance of 
mounted police the Communists took flight 
in lorries, carrying several wounded with

them. 

Following a mass meeting of National- 
Socialists in the Saalbau, Essen, members 
of the party paraded in khaki military 
attire ‘and were reviewed by Herr Adolph 
Hitler, who indicated by signs that he was 
unable to speak. Herr Hitler is still pro- 
hibited from speaking in Prussia, except 
behind closed doors.

Sir Laming Worthingtou-Evans, Secretary 
for War, and Sir.

The country has no security at present 
that another attempt will not be made to 
hold it to ransom by a general strike, said 
Sir Laming Wortbington-Evans, at Col- 
chester.

Sir Arthur Steel Maitland, at Birmingham, 
denied that the bill was an attack on trade 
unions, and maintained that there was not 
one clause which restricted the legitimate 
activities of trade unions. Dealing with the 
general strike, he contended that no man, or 
body, should be able to constrain the Govern- 
ment by force.

TRIUMPH OF FRENCH 
ENGINEERING. 

In a message from Paris last night, 
The Times Correspondent says :—The visit 
of the President, M. Doumergue, to Mar- 
seilles was concluded to-day with the in- 
auguration of the Rove Tunnel, the last 
link to be completed of the canal which 
makes the port of Marseilles accessible 
to the barge traffic of the Rhone. 

Frenchmen are justly proud of. the Rove 
Tunnel. For magnitude of conception it 
will compare with any of the big engineer- 
ing works carried out under Louis XIV. 
or Napoleon, while as a technical achieve 
ment it ranks. high. 
Marseilles it carries a waterway -seventy 
feet wide and full two fathoms deep for 
nearly five miles through a range of rock 
into the inland lake known as the Etang 
de Berre, whence the canal continues 
across the plain oí Cran untij] it meets 
the Rhone at Arles. 

Two 1,500 ton barges can pass one 
another at any point in the tunnel, and 
six railway trains could run abreast 
through it. Twice as much rock was ex- 
tracted from it while it was being bored 
as was taken from the twin tunnels of the 
Simplon, which is three times as long.

To celebrate the two hundred and 
thirtieth anniversary. of the foundation of 
Midleton Colleeg, the Old Boys of this 
famous school were to-night entertained 
to dinner at the Imperial Hotel, Cork, by 
the Earl of Midleton, one of the Gover- 
nors, whose family has been associated 
with the school since its inception in 1696. 
The attendance was large and represen- 
tative, and seventy apologies were received 
for inability to atténd. In each of them a 
tribute was paid to the teaching and the 
spirit which prevailed at the college. One 
writer said that in his time the majority 
were Roman Catholics, and never at any 
time had their religious principles been 
offended. | 


LORD MIDLETON’S SPEECH. 


Aiter the toast of the King had been 
honoured, 

The Earl of Midleton, who presided, 
proposed the toast of prosperity to Midle- 
ton College, and said that they had met 
that evening to celebrate the anniversary 
of an event so far back that its very 
distance commanded the enthusiasm of all 
those associated with it, and which was 
not without interest to those who were not 
similarly ‘privileged. For 230 years, 
amidst all the changes of Ireland, in sun- 
shine and in storm, the doors of Midleton 
College had been open, and there had 
issued from them annually a fresh con- 
tingent of young men, trained to take 
their part in the corporate life of the

They were all proud to read the names 
of Bishops Fitzgerald, Day and Meade in 
the Church; of Curran and Bath, of 
Sullivan and Avonmore in the law; of 
Jowett and Coates in scholarship, and 
many others who, in literature and in 
commerce and on the tented field, had 
upheld the traditions of the college.

| MISFORTUNES OF 
WORKMEN.  . 


AIMS OF SOCIAL 
INSURANCE. 


Mr. R. G. Riordan, President of the 
Approved Insurance Societies’ Association, 
was ene of the guests of the Dublin Rotary 
Club at its weekly lunch meeting in Clery-s 
Restaurant yesterday, when he delivered an 
address on '“ Social Insurance.” The Asso: 


u number of societies approved by the Irish 
Insurance Commissioners to administer the 
benefits of the National Health Insurance 
Acts. 

He said that the number of the insured 
population represented. by the affiliated 
societies was from 300,000 to 400,000, the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians taking in the 

reatest. proportion. The object of social 
insurance was to provide for the unpre: 
ventable misfortanes to which workers were 
exposed, be the occupation of a mental or 
manual kind. It was desirable, in el ge 
against these risks, that there should be 
no taint of pauperism im the remedy, so 
that the worker could be a selt-respecting 
citizen, 

INDUSTRIAL UNREST, 

An important consideration in the develop- 

ment of a system of social insurance was 
the effect for good which it must un- 
douptedly . have in industrial matters, 
assuaging the unrest which was so generally 
manifested, owing, in great part, to the in- 
security felt by the industrial population 
for some considerable time. ‘there must be. 
he said, a large proportion of our industrial 
population unable to provide out of their 
own resources for the ‘‘unpreventable mis- 
fortunes ” to which they were exposed. 
To meet the situation the State had pro. 
vided, among other services, maternity and 
child welfare schemes, free education, school 
inspection, poor law relief, poor law medical 
service, factory legislation, and old age pen- 
sions. These were closely allied to social 
insurance, except for the fact that they 
were not a direct charge on industry, Never- 
theless, it should be berne in mind that 
the cost of these services fell ultimately 
on the product. of industry. 


pensation Act and tó other measures of. in- 
surance, Mr. Riordan said that the system 
of insurance was deserving of every en- 
couragement, providing, as it did, against 
risks not otherwise met, and inculcating 
habits of thrift. But the rapid growth o 
companies recently promoted to undertake the 
work did not make for stability, and the 
tendency to expansion in number should be 
carefully considered by the Government. 
FAULTY STATE SCHEME. 

The scheme in operation. in the Free State 
was administered by the Government, which 
provided. labour exchanges for the purpose, 
part of the duties of these exchanges being 
to register the names of the unemployed, and 
to obtain positions for them where possible. 
The only remark he would make about this 
scheme of insurance was that it seemed in- 
congruous that a person who was fit for 
work, but was unable to obtain it, should 
be entitled to a higher rate of benefit than 
the person who, owing to illness, was unable 
to secure employment. 

There were many critics of national health 


‘insurance who asserted that the Acts, while 


thev suited conditions in Britain, did not 
apply to conditions in this country. That 
contention was dispelled before the committee 
of inquiry that had been set up recently by 
the Free State Government to inquire into 
the working of the Acts. 

TREATMENT OF TUBERCULOSIS. 
Alluding to sanatorium benefit, Mr. Riordan 
mentioned the splendid work done by the 
Marchioness 0: Aberdeen in this country on 
behalf of sufferers from tuberculosis. It was 
to be regretted that the funds now available 
for the treatment of tuberculosis were in- 
sufficient; for. while as a result of the in- 
creased cost of living the contributions under 
the Acts were are in 1920. and the sick- 
ness, disablemént and maternity benefits were 
advanced, no increase had been provided for 
sanatorium treatment, although the cost of 
institutional treatment had gone up by about 
100 per cent. 

Consequently many cases were not treated 
unless the patient was able to provide a con- 
siderable amount of the cost, the result of 
this arrangement being that the period of 
residence must of necessity be curtailed, so 
that the full benefit of treatment was not 
obtained. 

The effect of the arrangement was seen in 
an increased ‘death ‘rate from tuberculosis in 
1925-26 over that of 1924. 

MEDICAL TREATMENT BENEFIT. 

It was the opinion of the Approved 
Societies’ Association that a system of medical 
treatment should be provided as a normal 
benefit under the Insurance Acts. They con- 
sidered that eatly recourse to a medical prat- 
titioner would shorten the period of illness, 
and that manv cases, if subiected to early 
diagnosis, would not, as thev did now, become 
chronic and incurable. Such a scheme would 
have a very beneficial result in the preven- 
tion. and cure of disease. 
The Minister of Health, in the Hovse of 
Commons some time ago, stated that for the 
seven vears to the 3lst December, 1925. the 
amount received, in contributions in Great 
Britain was £154,.000.000.. and that the pay- 
ments amounted to £R6,000,000 in cash and 
£57.000,000° in medical treatment and 
medicines, or; roughly, £22,000.000 a year in ! 
receipts and £30,000.000 in navments. 
For the years 1925 and 1926 in the Free 
State the receints were £950,000 and the cash 
payments £990,000. or, roughly, £500,000 a 
year each, irrespective of the cost of sana- 
torium treatment. These figures, he es- 
serted, were a complete answer to the critics 
of the Acts. 

NEGLECTED WIDOWS. 
He regretted to sav that there was ne 
compulsory scheme of insurance providing for 
dependents of the wage-earner after his death. 
Great Britain and Northern Treland had 
adopted a scheme for pensions for widows and 
orphans. 
No charge of extravagant management 
could be made against the approved societies’ 
svstem as it at nresent existed. It was the 
intention of the framers of the Insurance Acts 
that monéys available for investment should 
be devoted to the provision of housing 
schemes for the working classes, but the war 
intervened, end the investments were made 
in loens to finance that war. The sums in- 
vested by Irish approved societies now 
amounted to approximately £2,000,000. 

VITAL MATTERS. 

He could not anticipate what the future 
might bring for social insurance in the Free 
State, but he suggested that the following 
matters should receive attention with the 
least possible delay :— 

Adequate provision for the prevention 
and treatment of tubérculosis. , 

Adéquate provision for the insured 
women immethately before and after con- 
finement. 

Provision for the medical treatment of 
all insured. persons and .iheir dependents 
either by a State medical scheme or as a 
normal benefit under the Acts; and, at 
a more remote period, 

Provision for the. dependents of the 
deceased earner somewhat on the lines of 
thé Widows and Orphans Pension Act 
recently passed by the British and 
Northerr Ireland Parliaments. 

These were matters of finance, pure and 
simple; but, if they considered the great 
issues. involved—namely, the stability of 
society - and the general welfare mh | the 
security of the workers—where other countries 
had found it necessary to make provision, 
surely it was not too much to expect of the 
Free State that it. should be abreast of the 
time. coe ye

tion—to arouse public opinion, and especially 
that of the women of Ireland, to a sense of 
responsibility regarding public health; to 
spread the knowledge of what may be done 
in every home and by every householder to 
guard against disease, and to eradicate it 
when it appears; to promote the up-bringing 
of a vigorous race. bara these objects in 
mind, Lady Aberdeen séid that we should 
see how the different centres and branches 
have been endeavouring to carry them out. 
The nine babies’ clubs are happily becom- 
ing more and more popular, as was shown 
in the report by the numbers of mothers who 
attend. The membership of the nine clubs 1s 
4,451 mothers; attendances during the year, 
39,042 mothers, 24,311 infants under one year 
and 25,519 children under five years old. The 


1,000 children to the country for a fortnight. 
The cost for each child for that time is £1, 
all the administrative expenses being borne 
by the Women’s National Health Association. 
Only £96 towards this year’s expenses have 
been received, and contributions are asked. 

The attempt to get the use of certain 
Streets that have not much traffic at some 
parts of the day set apart as playgrounds for 
the children has not yet been successful 
Difficulty arose in getting the permission of 
the résidents, The locality chosen was Em- 
préss place, and everything was ready last 
year to put the scheme in operation, but it 
was held up by one objector in the neigh- 
bourhood and the plans. came to naught. 
The efforts of the authorities and the staff of 
the Association had at last surmounted this 
difficulty, and all was ready about a fort- 
night ago, and then someone, who had not 
ph sis objected, did so, and the scheme 
is again held up. Propaganda for the Associa- 
tion is carried on by means of the distribu- 
tion of literature, and health lectures have 
been given during the year by Mrs. Dwyer. 

FINANCIAL POSITION. 

Sir Wiliam Thompron said that the finan- 
cial position of the Association was, on the 
whole, favourable. A sum of £600 was re- 
ceived from a fund for the welfare of poor 
children in Dublin; the previous year only 
£3560 was got from the same fund. £60 had 
been passed over to the credit of the Associa- 
tion on the closing down of Rossclare Sana- 
torium, 

The adoption of the report and statement 
of accounts was moved by Dr. Denham 
Osborne, who commended the efforts made to 
raise to a higher leve] the health of the 
country. The reduction in the last couple of 
years was due, he said, to the initiative given 
to the movement for better conditions by 
Lady Aberdeen. 

HOUSING CONDITIONS IN DUBLIN. 
Mrs. M. J. Russell seconded the adoption 
of the report, and said that the work that 
was being done by the Association was 
splendid, but that she would like to see more 
being done te ensure prevention. In Dublin 
there are hundreds of cases where a tuber- 
culous patient is living in the same room with 
cight or nine of his family. It is the duty of 
all to see that this terrible evil is remedied. 
A reduction in the rates was regarded as 
good néws, but it mast be avery mean rate- 
payer who would desire a reduction in the 
rates when he considers the conditions under 
which hundreds. of his less fortunate fellow- 
citizens are compelled to live. It was tlie 
duty of the public to provide houses for these 
people, for trying to eradicate consumption 
under the present slum conditious was like 
trying to aí the. sands.

IRISH NEWS 
IN BRIEF. 


On last Saturday over 700 emigrants left 
Donegal for America.

The corncrake was heard yesterday in 
Derryadd, near Lurgan. Neither the cuckoo 
nor swallow have yet made their appearance 
in the district. The weather continues bitterly 
cold with frequent showers of rain. 

Mr. Patrick Clarke, Gortin, one of the 
Nationalist candidates for the Carrickmore 
division of the Tyrone County Council, has 
withdrawn, and the other candidate, Mr. 
H. K. McAleer, Nationalist, Sixmilecross, is 
therefore returned unopposed, 

Mr. W. F. McConnell, Veterinary Surgeon, 
Strabane, has just left there to take up an 
important post in England. He was a 
member of the Agricultural Show Society and 
the Strabane Hunt Club, to which he rendered 
‘Invaluable service. 

A motor car, driven by Mr. Kavanagh, 
Parliament street, ‘Kilkenny, collided with a 
car driven by Mr, Patrick Grant, Mooncoin, 
at Manor Crossing, Waterford. The cars 
were hadly damaged, but the passengers were 
uninjured. . 

Mr. John Lynch, of Latoon, Co. Clare, an 
extensive farmer, appeared before the last 
meeting of the Clare County Council, and 
stated that the tide had broken down an 
embankment protecting his land, and about 
100 acres of land were flooded every fortnight 
at high tide. The land at this particular 
place was valued at £560, and his bill for 
rates this year was no less than £158 17s. 2d. 
The Legal Adviser to the Council said that it 
would be premature for the Council to inter- 
vene, and advised Mr. Lynch to consult his 
solicitor on the matter. 

The gross estimated expenditure of the 
Clare County Council for the financial year 
ending 3lst March, 1928, is £218,454. In 
relief of this grants and other receipts are 
estimated to produce £78,640, leaving a 
balance of £139,814 to he provided out. of 
the rates. This is a decrease of £10,186 on 
last year’s figures, and is equivalent to a 
reduction of 7d. in the £ in the rates.

‘CO-OPERATION. 


REPLY TO CAPTAIN 
REDMOND. 


Mr. Thomas Johnson, T.D., has sent the 
featowing letter to Captain Redmond, r.D., 
in reply to his open appeal for co-operation 
iu the Dail:— i 

Dear Captain Redmond,—Í have read with 
interest the letter and Party manifesto 
sent -by © u, on. behalf of the Irish 
Nationalist Party, to the leaders of 
the several non-Government parties in 
the Dail. Your suggestion is for: “a 
certain limited co-operation. in the cause 
of the efficient working of Constitutional 
Government,” and the definite proposal is 
made that the Opposition parties should 
submit a formal request, either unitedly or 
by action on parallel lines, to the Seanad 
‘“to decline to entertain any further legis- 
lative projects that may be submitted to it 
prior to the general election, if and so far 
as they are of a contentious character, or 
are based upon novel principles or new 
policies for which there is neither constitu- 
tional mandate nor popular -demand nor 
adequate opportunity for mature considera- 
tion.”’ 

Thit, I think, is the essence of your com- 
munication, if we overlook the too obvious 
‘‘ swagger ” about the strength of the forces 
behind the proposed Irish Nationalist Party. 

I have frequently stated my ‘opinion that 
t' methods of the Ministry and the Govern- 
ment Party in pushing through important 
legislation without adequate discussion, an 
the intolerant and. contemptuous attitude 
that Ministers sometimes assume towards 
th» Dail (Senators can speak for their own 
Chamber), will, if persisted in by future 
Ministries, lead to the abolition of Parlia- 
ment as an institution of Goyernment in 
this country. There are people in opposing 
camps, who hope that such an event may 
i..ppen soon, whose desire it is that the 
safladeentiry system should not take root 
here. I am anxious that democracy in Ire- 
land shall get a fair opportunity to govern 
itself, and I believe that the best means 
yet devised for securing popular acquiescence 
in the laws and administration is the popu- 
larly elected representative Parliament, 
which is the master of the Executive. 

DISCUSSION NECESSARY. 

The parliamentary system has been well 
described as government by public discus 
sion. Ample discussion of _legislative pro- 
jects is necessary, both for the purpose of 
informing the public of the purport of pro- 
posed laws and for the elucidation of: the 
meaning and effect of such laws before the 
legislators finally give their assent. 

Ministers have far too often acted as 
tough it were an impertinence for members 
of the Dail to dare to question the wisdom 
or adequacy of their proposals, and would, 
if they could, brush aside as an undesirable 
impediment the parliamentary assembly. Í 
am, therefore, in agreement with you in 
protesting against the introduction of several 
bills of major importance in the closing 
weeks oí a Parliament, with the declared 
intention of having them all passed into law . 
before the dissolution, 

But I am of opinion that your suggestion 
that the Opposition parties in the Dail should 
unite in a formal appeal to the Séanad to 
refuse to consider the bills is thoroughly bad. 
The Seanad is fully aware that it has certain 
powers and responsibilities. If deputies were 
to attend to their duties in the Dail regularlv, 
and avail themselves of their inestimable 
privilege of unfettered criticism of obnoxious 
measures, the members of the Seanad would 
know the views of the deputies without a 
special appeal from the outvoted Opposition. 

I do not agree with your doctrine of 


‘* mandates.’’ Consider what would be the 


practical result of your proposal if the Seanad, 


in response to an appeal from the Opposition 
parties, were to refuse consideration of the 
four bills named—viz., the Electricity Supply 
Bill, the Currency Bill, the Railway Motor 
Service Bill, and the Agricultural Credits 
Bill—all of which come within one or other of 
vour definitions of ‘‘ legislative projects which 
the Seanad should decline to entertain prior 
to an election.” These bills would be dis- 
cussed during the election (a very desirable 
consequence, too). Let us assume what is 
very likely to happen—viz., that the Govern- 
ment Party returned to the next Dail is ina 
minority. What, then, would you count as 
the ‘‘mandate”’ given by the electorate to 
the next Government in respect to these four 
bills? “By defeating the Government at the 
polls would vou ask me to say that the 
electorate had declared against, say, ithe 
Agricultural Credits Bill? - 

POINTS OF DISAGREEMENT. 
You suegest frank and open consultation 
in a search for points.of agreement. I have 
in the foregoing expressed my views on some 
matters on which we maviagree. May I,.now 
say a word or two. with respect, on some 
points as to which there will be disagree- 
ment ? 
I have opposed the Government for many 
actions, and even more for their inactions, 
which, in my opinion, have been damaging to 
the public welfare—particularly I oppose them 
for their failure, even their positive refusal, 
to make a serious effort to retrieve the 
économic and moral waste of unemployment 
and poverty, widespread and continuous. The 
Labour Party has sought to defeat the 
Government because we wish to replace it by 
one more faithful to the ideals and principles 
embodied in the democratic programme of the 
first Dail, the kernel of which may be found 
contained in the promise that the first duty 
of the Government would be to ensure that 
no child woula be allowed to go hungry or 
cold for lack or food, clothing or shelter. 

The conditions of thousands of the people 
-—dramatically exposed by the recent deaths 
from starvation in West Cork—show us how 
far short of their undertaking the actual 
performance of the Government has been. 

You have mistaken the Labour Party’s 
policy if you think it exists for the purpose 
of plaving the balancing man in a see-saw 
game between two parties: those at present. 
in power and others who want to replace 
them, neither of them having any distinctive 
political character not claimed by the other. 
The Labour Party will give support to any 


“measure that it deems to be good, no matter 


by whom it may be brought forward. It 
does not oppose simply for the joy of opposi- 
tion, nor criticise adversely f-r the pleasure 
of being against the Government. 

“ RETROGRESSIVE." 

A careful reading of the speeches and 
pronouncements of the promoters of the‘new 
Irish Nationalist Party forces me to the 
conclusion that on major, social, economic, 
and political issues your party will be found 
among the retrogressives, and that when the 
inevitable disintegration of the existing 
governmental combination occurs—which, I 
fancy, will not be delayed long after the 
election—your party will find its allies 
amongst the more reactionary members of 
the Government. I can see nothing except 
personal issues to distinguish your adherents 
from those who, from a Labour Party view, 
constitute the less desirable elements in the 
Cumann na nGaedheal. i 

I find no signs of agreement, in your party 
upon a constructive social or economic policy, 
as aífecting either agriculture or manufactur- 
ing industry. Its negative policy of ‘‘ reduce 
expenditure ’’ means, in effect, a reduction of 
the amount now spent by the State on the 
social services by which the --or and the 
workers generally find amelioration for the 
bruises of a vicious’ social system. 

Holding these opinions, you will see that 
I cannot. encourage you to seek further for 
unity of action merely to defeat the Govern 
ment. I want to defeat them so as to put 
a better Government in their place, oak 1 
have no reason to think that vcur party and 
the Labour Par. would agree upon what 
would bo an improvement.
